City Commissioners May Convert 
the Power Plant Into a 


Steam Plant 
| Were the Allis-Chalmers people 
bluffing in the proposal they anade 


to the city some time ago to install 
‘a new gas engine and producer plant 
in connection with the city's power 
house? 

It would almost appear so from the 
way they have been evading the ques- 
tion since Commissioner Bouillon 
took up the matter with them. = It 
will be remembered that Commission- 
er Bouillen looked into the matter 
and reported to the council that. it 
would be a good idea to have the pres- 
ent gas engine put in good working 
order, and then also to take up the 
proposal of the Allis-Chalmers people 
and have them install new gas en- 
gines and reconstruct. the producer 
plant. 

The company offered to pive a bond 

to the city that their engine would 
work all right. Mr. Bouillon, how- 
ever, thought that it would be better 
to keep the cost of the work, $31,000, 
in the hands of the city for one year 
after the work was completed, in or- 
der ‘to make sure that the engine was 
going to work properly. In writing 
to the company, the commisisoner 
suggested this course, and also point- 
ed out that the difficulties that have 
been met with in the operation of the 
producer plant were due in a large 
extent to the faulty design and con- 
struction gf the Allis-Chalmers en- 
gine. 
*-So far the company. have made aii 
kinds of excuses for not entering into 
negotiations. with the city. They have 
written that their chief engineer is in 
Europe and “wil! not be back until 
August. 9 Mr. Bouillon replied that 
by the middle of Octeber the plant 
must either be a steam or a gas plant, 
and that the company will have to 
ect busy before August if they want 
the work of reconstruction. So far 
the company have not touched = on 
what agreement they will be willing to 
make with the city in regard vo the 
matter, and if they do not male some 
definite move pretty soon, it is alto- 
gether likely that the commissioners 
will break off negotiations with the 
company, and may possibiy conyert 
the plant into a steam power one

MR. McKINNON’E REPORT 


It Did Not Cover the Ground Re- 
quired and Was Referred 
Back to Him 


As a result of representations made 
to Board of Commissioners by their 
meeting yesterday afternoon by the 
Board of Health and ‘the Medical As- 
sociation, it was decided to have plins 
for the remodeling of the isolation 
hospital prepared at once, even though 
the work may not be done for some 
time ye: The reports. made to ‘the 
commissioners pointed out ‘the inade- 
quate accommodation at the present 
hospital. The suspect wards have to 
be used as regulir wards, the nurses 
rooms have ‘to ‘be used by more than 
they ‘are lintended to, and generally 
speaking, the isolation hospital is al- 
together too small, 

Commissioner Butchard stated that 
the need of the hospital was very evi- 
dent, (but that he considered it impos- 
sible ‘to go ‘to any more financial out- 
lay this year. 

A report from Building Inspector 
McKinnon in regard to the Cecil Ho- 
trouble, deft the question of ‘the 
claims of ‘the contractors with ‘the 
commissioners. According ‘to. IMr. 
McKi:non ‘the ‘piers that were con- 
demned.by his former assistant avere 
capable of supporting 100 times ‘the 
weight that they would ‘have to. 

Mr. McKinnon's report in regard 
to raising the efficiency of his depart- 
ment did not meet with ‘the approval 
of the commissioners. ‘Mr. McKin- 
non, imstead of reporting on what staff 
changes she would propose to raise 
the standard of his department, gave 
a long and detailed defence of his in- 
cumbency of the office af huilding in- 
spctor.
